


With the laying of the cornerstone of the 
new East High in 1911 the goal of every class 
has been toward higher scholastic standards 
and a better understanding and fulfillment 
of their purposes in life. This majestic build- 
ing stands as evidence of the grandeur and 
hcncr which will remain and become parts of 
the ideals of this graduating class of June, 
1955, as they have stood foremost in the 
minds of past classes. 

The forming of these ideals has not made 
life at East High drab and wholly philosophi- 
cal. Rather, these standards of moral and 
physical excellence have created an outlet of 
competitive skill to enlighten the social life of 
East High. Our long list of honors in sports as 
well as scholastic contests will clearly exem- 
plify this social atmosphere in evidence at 
East High. 

It is in remembrance of these acquired 
ideals that we, the graduating class of June, 
1955, dedicate this Quill to the students, fac- 
ulty and alumni of East High School. 
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The school buildings of East High hove long been 
o symbol of the scholastic and athletic suprem- 
acy of which the people of the east side 
have always been proud. The first East 
High School was located on the 
corner of East Twelfth St. and 
Court Ave. and was com- 
pleted in 1891. The 
cornerstone of the 
present building 
was laid in 
1911. 






The new gym, swimming pool, and manual train- 
ing rooms, which were begun in 1954, are ex- 
pected to be completed in the fall of 1 955.

Miss May Goodrell held the position of 
principal from 1900 to 1918. The laying of 
the cornerstone for the present East High 
School, which took place in 1911, marked a 
memorable event in the history of East High. 



Mr. D. Q. Williams became principal of 
East High School in the fall of 1954 and is 
our present principal. Mr. Williams, known 
as "Duke" by most of the students, faculty, 
and alumni, was previously the boys' adviser. 



Mr. 0. G. Prichard was principal from 1934 
to 1954. One of the highlights of his twenty 
years of dedicated service to East High was 
the completion of the plans for the new ad- 
dition and construction of the stadium. 



NOTE: Not all Quill advisers and principals are included because of lack of space. 
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Mary Estelle Patterson was the faculty ad- 
viser for the first edition of the Quill, which 
came out in 1905. The early Quills were semi- 
monthly literary issues very different from our 
present-day semi-annual editions. 



Mr. George Christian became the Quill 
faculty adviser in 1953. Quill editing methods 
have changed greatly since the first edition 
in 1905, with more emphasis placed upon 
pictorial images rather than "word pictures." 



Mr. Kenneth Stratton, present faculty ad- 
viser for the East High Scroll, was the Quill 
adviser from 1930 to 1953. It was during this 
period that the Quill was changed from a 
literary edition to its present yearbook form. 
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East High has upon its campus many seem- 
ingly insignificant scenes which, unnoticed by 
the passer-by, are cherished in the memory of 
every East High graduate. Among these is 
the ivy planted at the front of the building by 
the senior class at the third anniversary assem- 
bly. This ivy was sent by Vincent Starzinger, 
then a student at Harvard University, from the 
historical town of Cambridge.

The student council and the senior class 
in the Fall of 1921 asked the students' co- 
operation in designing a school pin. From 
the large number of designs submitted, that 
of Eugene Gray was chosen by the vote of the 
student body. It was considered especially 
fitting since he used as a motif the oak leaf 
in recognition of the admiration East High 
students have for the native caks on their 
campus. 




The cornerstone, laid by 
Miss May Goodrell on January 
18, 1911, contains such arti- 
cles as a copy of the Bible, an 
American flag, four editions of 
the Quill, an East High pen- 
nant, three records of East 
High cheers, pictures of the 
1909 and 1910 football teams, 
a return slip, a tardy card, a 
warning card, and an admit 
card.

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BASKETBALL 1918-19 

The season of 1 91 8- 1 9 1 9 was the first year basketball 
was played in Des Moines high schools. Prior to 1918 
basketball was played between the classes of one school 
only. Instead of one all-school team competing against 
another school's team, four teams from each school 
played each other. To determine the players on East's 
four teams, a tournament was played among 10 teams 
composed of the basketball players in East High. These 
boys won the tournament; they were the East High School 
Basketball Champions of 1919. 



FOOTBALL 1926 

The East High football team of 1920 was without a 
doubt one of the greatest teams ever to represent our 
school. Under the guidance of Coach Mover, this team 
whizzed through the season, compiling an undefeated 
record with only eight points being scored against them. 
Included in their string of victories were very decisive 
decisions over Newton, 40-0, and Council Bluffs, 49-6. 
Led by Captain Richard "Dick" Wallerstedt, the team 
won the city title with victories in the always important 
games against West and North by the scores of 14-0 
and 1 7-0 respectively.
